1. The original Ordinance No. 9 of 
1921, the 
necessary provision tar the enforce- 
ment in this Colony of maintenance 
orders made in England and [re~ 
Jand. and to obtain reciprocal treat- 
nent in Enyland and Ireland for 
maintenance orders made in this 
Colony, The Maintenance Orders | By 
(Facilities for Enforcement) Act,j 
1920, was thercupon extended to the 
Colony of Hong Kong by the Order 
of Tis Majesty in Council dated 
October 11, 1921. The original 
Ordinance was amended under ins- 
tructions from the Secretary of} 
State, a new section 12 being added 
to the original Ordinance by Ordin- 
ance No.3 of 1928. 
empowers the Governor to extend 
the original Ordinance to main- 
tenance orders made by . courts 
in any British possession 
or protectorate if he is satisfied on 
the point of reciprocity, The 
amending Ordinance, however, fail 
ed to adapt the original Ordinance 
completely to this new class of case.

the raid on his craft occurred on the 
night of August 10, at about 11 p.m., 
when the boat, was anchored off. Sai 
Cheung, about ter miles from Shamun 
in Chinese waters. 

Tang and-the other: members of the 
crew, ineluding one of his nephews, 
were engaged fishing when a. sam- 
pan, number unknown, approached 
them. When the sampan got along- 
side, it was seen that she contained 
four men. Three of the strangers, one 
of whom was armed with a revolver, 
bearded the fishing boat, 

They had no difficulty in overpower- 
ing the crew, whose faces were cover- 
ed with piecer of cloth. The pirates 
then ransacked the fishing boat, helping 
themselves to $5 in Chinese 20-cent 
pieces, one sail worth $6, and a fowl, 
Before they left, the pirates kidnapped : 
the master’s nephew, Tang Chung (17). 

The pirates rowed their sampan in 
the direction of Shamun. 

Tang Yam’s description of the pir- 
ates was that they were all dressed in 
dark clothing, were between 30 and 40: 
years of age, and wore no shoes or 
socks. They all spoke Hakka, and one 
of them had a cut upper lip.

THE “BREMEN ” 


HOW SHE BROKE THE ATLANTIC 
-. RECORD 
a 


A SUPER-LINER 


The “Brenun” deserve 
and publicity.she is receiving. On her 
maiden ‘voyage—usually, a shake-down 
voyage — she has broken the . trans- 
Atlantic recerd by almost nine -hours, 
Her speed, combined with her ultra- 
modern design and the super luxury of 
her passenger accommodations. has put 
her in a special class recognised by the 


She and her sister ship, the “Europa,” 
are the only vessels in this class. But 
the greatest significance is the fact that 
Lhe “speed” die has definitely been 
cast by these vessels. Taking the ‘last 
half century of Atlantie ship. de- 
velopment, it is notable that’ speed 
steadily increased, until the 26-knot 
“Mauretania” was brought out in 1907 
as an answer td the “Kronprincessen 
Cecile” and the “Kaiser Wilhelm 11.” 
The problems of high powers and eco- 
nomy required for higher speeds be- 
came so great that higher speeds were 
abandonced, The line owners resorted 
to size andduxury with the highest 
speeds feasible from an cconomic stand- 
point. The yar and its aftermath were 
sedatives — for supertiner building. 
Until two or three years ago, opinions 
were prevalent that races to obtain the 
largest and fastest were over. Owners 
seemed content with the admittedly 
more economical ‘iners of moderate 
size and spel, and modern luxury. 
But engineering efficiencies have great- 
ly inereased, until now a feasible way 
to obtain speed in supertiners is pos- 
sible. Whetaer a wholesale adoption 
of high-speed superliners will constant- 
ly prove profitable to owners remains 
te be seen. -But the greatest import of 
the “Bremen's’’ 29.6 knots for a 24- 
hour run is that the hands. of the 
other superliner owners are foreed, and 
it- certainly lscks as if we were in for 
a period of the keenest competition the 
It seems. un- 
economical and wasteful that such 
great extra sums of money should be 
spent.to’ increase powers to obtain one 
ar two knots extra speed. Already 
there is talk that the speed factor in 
the North Allantic may precipitate a 
rate war. Wetrust’such an eventuality 
will never ocar. The ruin it would 
mean to every liner owner -must cer- 
tainly be realised, and it seems up to 
the owners ta come tu some agreement. 
The saturation point in the trade must 
soon be reached, And if each of the 
big tines’ build two express liners to 
ciive weekly sailing schedules, what 
will became oj the present major liners, 
inmost’ of which have many more years 
of service? “ 


Her Maiden Yoysge 


The N. G. L. Officials—and we under- 
stand especilly Managing Director 
Glaessel—percived that probably the 
only way to break through the trade 
held by the famous Atiantie carriers 
was to offer the appreciative and 
wealthy classof travcller—a class large 
in numbers—something finer, faster 
and better. This they have certainly 
done by allowing Dr. Bauer and the 
Deutsche Sctiff and Maschinenbau to 
use their gerius and. skill in producing 
the “Bremen,” The speed of the new 
“Bremen” and “Europa” has until now 
not been definitely indicated! The 
maiden voyage of the “Bremen” shows 
that their speed must have a tremen- 
dous influence on the activities of all 
the Hines in the future, It is signi- 
fieant that, acording to a cabled report, 
the record of the “Bremen” has caused 
the White Star Line to defer further 
work on the keel of the “Oceanic” until 
a decision on the type and design of 
propelling: power is reached. The 
United State, Cunard and French 
lines likewise now have something to 
go by. The lek of publicity on the de- 
tails of the “Bremen” and “Europa” 
was probably accoynted for by the fact 
that now the German liners have the 
jump on everyone by at least two or 
three years. ‘ 


Two important factors enter into the 
competitive position of the two new 
German liners. First, the construction 
costs in German yards are compara- 
tively low, on account of the cheap la- 
bour costs, and second, for that very 
reason, it is easily possible to obtain 
the capital, even if it has to be borrow- 
ed. In fact undoubtedly much of the 


proceeds of the N. G. L. loan made in 
Britain was used to pay for the 
construction of the liners. According 
to Dr. Bauer, the designer and director 
of the builders, the “Bremen” cost 
63,000,000 morks, or about- G$12,630,- 
000. This is about 10,000,000 more 
marks than the contract price, and the 
full payment is now in process of nego- 
tiation; but it is not likely that the 
“Bremen” cauld be duplicated for the 
same price inthe wards of other coun- 
tries, and ceriainly not in the U.S.A. 
The potentialilies of the two new shirs 
in the whole present situation may be 
realised when it is borne in mind that 
the two ahip:s-can ond are intended to 
provide weekly: sailings—a schedule 
which heretofere has been possible only 
with three major liners.- One day turn- 
grounds at each terminal port, and the 
five-day voyage will allow this. So that 
it appears as if the “Columbus,” even 


_ after her speed is stopped un (certainly 


it will. not be over 25 knots), will be 
only an intermediate or a substitute 
ship, and thus not one of three major 
ships require] to maintain: the weekly 
schedule, An_ inspection of the 
‘Bremen” reveals that she is. by ‘far 
the finest liner--afloat.

Ps ‘ 
a A Thing of Beauty 

The outboard profile of the ship is 
extremely handsome from any angle of 
sight. It scéms true that the low 
height of the funnels and their stream- 
dines do not make for. an afterdeck free 
bf. 3oot—which was quite visible—but 
a higher funnel would spoil the sym- 
metrical appearance of the outlines. 
The position of the large 145-passenger 
motor lifeboats. on the specially de- 
signed sliding cantilever-type davits— 
raised above the upper promenade 
deck — conserves space to allow -for 
promenading of passengers. One is 
struck by the neatness in design and 
svorkmanship—every detail of con 
struction is smoothly and carefully 
finished. For instance, . deck gutter 
gratings are tarefully hinged in small 
sections; the permanent dodger of the 

idge is speeially streamlined to 
divert the wind: pressure up, and over- 
head obviating additional canvas 
‘lodgers and nelping to decrease wind 
vesistance. Door hinges throughout 
are specially designed te avoid warp- 
ing troubles, The joiner work in the 
way of ports and windows—and else- 
where—appears particularly neat. 
The entire design seems particularly 
simple and mgged. All the modern 
aids te safety and navigation are, of 
course, installed. 

Resides the streamlining of the hul} 
ly the bulbous bow and the run under 
the cruiser stern, the most novel and 
interesting feature is the reversal. of 
the shell plating on the entire under- 
water body, carried tq the strake above 
the water line. This is an entirely new 
departure and one which seems most 
sensible. In other words, the butts of 
the outbsard piate. ends face forward, 
the end. of the after plate being rivetted 
over that of tne forward plate instead 
of wader, This -results in decreasing 
hult drag .er frictional resistanece— 
again the use of streamline practice-— 
‘as the forward facing butts tend to 
shoot the water out and away -from a 
good part of the plate length, instead 
of creating a suction of water towards 
the plate. Another notable feature. is 
the specially designed Oertz stream- 
line rudder, immediately forvard, of 
which, of course, a full aperture - is 
provided. Theentire weight of the rud- 
der (lightened, of “course, by - the 
buoyancy) is carried on the lower 
pintle and gudgeon—nothing on the 
upper pintle—and the smooth effect of 
the plating is carried even to cover 
aver the pints and gudgeons. 

“Features of Interest 

Uniformity and simplicity might 
well be tsed in describing the general 
arrangement and design of the boilers, 
engines and auxiliaries. Any deserip- 
tion is necessarily limited and in- 
complete, but some of the main fea- 
tures, we thmk, will be interesting. 
One thing that impresses is the com- 
paratively small space oceupied by the 
four turbine-prdpellmg engines and 
their auxiliaries. Another is the easy 
aceessibility to everything. In the for- 
ward compartments are contained the 
20 water-tube Leilers, the refrigerating 
machinery and compressors, the main 
and auxiliary feed pumps, the blowers 
for the boilers, the feed water heaters, 
the fuel oil henters, the fuel pressure 
pumps, ond various other auxiliaries— 
all steam driven. Aft of this is the 
forward engine room containing the 
iwo turbine engines, each driving an 
| outboard shaft; along with the con- 
densers and yirious auxiliaries — all 
steam driven.’ Then follows the after 
engine “room, practically a duplicate, 
containing the drivers of the inboard 
shafts. Last, end entirely separate, is 
the Diesel engine room, containing four 
M. A. N. four-cycle engines of about 
*00 h.ps used solely for the genera- 
tion of power for all the electric auxi- 
haries. Each of the four generators is 
capable of a 600-k.w. output. Usually 
two or three are operating simultane- 
ously. The Diesel motors generating 
electricity for lighting and, the opera- 
tion of other «auxiliaries are quite dis- 
tinct from the steam department which 
is devoted to propulsion. This elec- 
tricity factory. with its main Diesel 
units, is practically a separate en- 
-gineering. department devoted with few 
exceptions to general ship service, 
especially. to do with passengers and 
accommodations—such us ventilation, 
running water, lighting, and elevators. 
The M. AXN, motors turn about 255 
r.pm. All the deck. machinery, except 
the, windlass, is electrically driven, and 
all the cooking is done by electricity, 
while the ventilation of the ship and 
the passenger accommodations are like- 
wise provided by blowers electrically 
driven. : 

There are 11 double-ended and nine 
single-ended water-tube boilers, with 
superheaters, arranged three or four 
abreast and athwartship. Each boiler 
front has seven oil-burning furnaces. 
In fact, every boiler is identically the 
same—except for the length of the 
Single-enders—iwhich ‘give interchange- 
ability, ‘ete. . In this respect the 
“Bremen” differs somewhat from the 
“Europa,” where each engine. (maim 
turbine unit) .is steamed by ‘a longitu- 
dinal group of boilers of various sizes. 
The different sizes are necessary, as 
four boilers are placed athwartship, so 
at the forward section of the ship, 
where the beam is less, the size or.

{s about 130,000 hp. Powers between 
120,000 and 130,000 h.p.,. developed on 
the trial trip ir:-smooth water, produced 
a speed between 28.5 and 29 knots. 
The majority of the steam auxiliaries 
seem to be turbine driven. The main 
feeds are turbines, while the auxiliary 
feeds are reciprocators.- 


The. Turbines . 
_ The feature of the main propulsion 
is that.each shaft {s driven by a triple- 
expansion geared turbine set—each set 
being of exactly the same design anl 
identical in every way. Every engine 
s also’ reversible, Each- engine con- 
sists of an H.P., 1.P., and L.P. turbine, 
all of which are directly connected to 
the same single reduction gearing 
through separate pinions meshed with 
the main gear wheel. The gear ratio 
is about 10 to 1, so that the 195 x.p.m. 
of the propeller requires a turbine 
speed of about 1,950 r.p.m. The feature 
is that the speeds of all three turbines 
in each sct are exactly the same. 
Net only that but cach shaft engine is 
reversible, su that about 75 per cent. 
of the full boiler.power may be had 
on the four propellers’ going astern. 
The H.P. and_I.P. turbines are single 
flow type; the L.P.is of the double fow 
type. The H.P. turbine has an im- 
pulse wheel of the Curtiss type, and 
about 30 or more rows of blading on 
the retor for the steam reaction. It 
has no astern impulse wheel. The LP. 
turbine staging is through about 19 
rows of blades.

A FAMOUS SHIP. | 


THE PASSING OF THE 
“BRUSSELS” 


R. H. Gibson writes. in “The 
Navy”:—An old ship lying in o ship- 
breaker’s yard is a melancholy sight 
at any time. ¢ When the worn-out 
hnlk is that of a famous ship, the 
flight of ycars brings its forcible te- 
minder. of he inevitable © fate 
awaiting~ all: good ships. In- a 
corner .of Greenock’s docks ‘the 
famous “Brussels” is undergoing ‘the 
most undignified process of dismem- 
berment. For the last time on 
April 19, she brought over her cargo 
of cattle from Dublin into the port 
of Preston; and, towards sunset, .she 
started.on her, last voyage, to ‘meet 
her doom, As the’ 
Preston ‘aceorded her sn impressive 
farewell on* their sirens, mingling 
their salute with a German. steamer 
in-doek, the “Brussels” slipped: down 
the Ribble, threaded her tortious 
way through the dreaded sand-banks 
and.shaped-her course towards the 
north. The. familiar twin funnels 
disappeared into the haze and 

gathering darkness, her smoke was 
swallowed up in .the night, the sea- 
gulls wheel and scream as they 

the ebb of the tide and their 
evening meal on the uncovered banks. 
Captain: Fryatt’s ship bas passed. . 

The “Brussels” was a unit of the 
Great Eastern Railway's fleet of 
packets. which plied regularly be- 
tween Harwich and the Hook of Hol- 
land. On. this. service she sailed 
baekwards and‘ forwards, year in and 
year-out. Even the outbreak of war 
did not break the continuity of her 
sailings, For over six months she 
carried on, ‘without 
the enemy, - 

The First Shadow. 

Then, on March 28, 1915, the first 
shadow of her troublous fate fell 
Aeross her. Eight miles west from the 
Maas Light Vessel, she was sighted 
by one of Germany’s new submarines, 
U: 33, which afterwards ravaged ship- 
ping in. the Mediterranean and even 
in the Black Sea. Now, masters of 
merchantmen had received instructions 
from the Admiralty on the best 
methods of parrying submarine attack, 
If the U-boat were sighted ahead, 
masters were advised to steer towards 
the encmy and force her te submerge, 
whén escape of the. ship by flight 
might — succeed. Captain Fryatt, 
responsible for the safety of his non- 
combatant passengers and crew, un- 
hesitatingly adopted thé suggested 
course; he turned towards the attack- 
ing U-boat and forced her to dive to 
escape being rammed. When U.38 
broke surface again, the “Brussels” 
was fast disappearing in a smother 
of smoke. ne 

Thenceforward, the “Brussels”? was 
a marked ship, and determined efforts 
to capture the packet were made. by 
the submarines. On June 11° Captain 
Fryait again eluded a U-boat and 
escaped by speed; four days later, the 
attack was repeated off. the Sunk Light 
Vessel; and a fourth attempt to sink 
her was made on June. 29, when sha 
was 50 miles east of the scene of the 
last attack. On July 20, when the 
“Brussels” was twenty miles te the 
south of the Inner Gabbard. Buoy, 
Captain Fryatt put his helm hard over 
to avoid a torpedo coming sale for 
the ship. 

A Skipper’s Fate: . 

‘A year passed, and then the blow 
A. division of German torpedo 
boats dashed out of Zeebrugge on Jund 
23, 1916, and intercepted her passage.

Captain Fryatt was helpless. To cut |/ 
and ron, he dare not; his non-com- 
batant passengers would be mown 
down with shell fire. So, under an 
armed guard, she was taken into 
Zeebrugge and her crew sent to. that 
infamous camp, Ruhleben. For her 
master, another fate was prepared,

‘The plan 
ignominously  failer and _ Germany 
Teaved ‘a harvest of world-wide disgust 
and horror at their brutality. _

a depot ship for the Flanders Flotilla. 
During the. famous,. St.. George’s Day. 

April 23, 1918) 
she was torpedoed and damaged by the |

Still Another’ Theory

were to depend upon such a theory 
as this, we should be forced to de- 
claré it a groundless assertion.

The coroner, Mr. F. G. ‘Lefroy, 
said that anyone seeing the board 
might rashly dive in, with a simf- 
lar result to the present case. It 
was such accidents they wanted 
to avoid. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
accidental death, the foreman add- 
ing that as the chute and diving- 
boards’ were for the use of any- 
one, they thought -the diving- 
beard should be transferred to 
deeper water away from the 
chute.

‘PLANE ISLANDS 


It is hoped that the first floating 
aerodrome in the Atlantic will be 
ready for use by August next year 
The aerodromes will resemble float- 
ing islands, built to withetand hur- 
ricane seas without tossing. 


Each island will have a displace- 
ment of 15,000. tons and will be 
400ft. wide and 1,200ft. long, with 
a landing deck 70ft. above sea level. 
They will be-anchored by great 
masses of steel and masonry, even 
where the water is three miles 
deep. Hangars, repair shops, a 
restaurant, and. hotel accommoda- 
tion will be on each. Between suc- 
cessive islands buoys will be placed 
at intervals of fifty miles equipped 
with lights and fog-signalling ap- 
paratus. = .

FISHIN 5 


Sound And Practical Advice 


(By. Earl Robi. 


Every Scaut inust’ know how to 
Gish, otherw.e he would be so silly 
if he died of? vation alongside 
aostream full of food.

--like shooting or cooking, or swim- 
ming, or anything else—is not 4 
thing that you can do straight off 
“without having practised it before- 
hand. So my advice to tenderfeet 
jis to take every chance of learning 
how to fish, so that they may We 
able to do it when they are in need 
of fish or food. : 

Sea fishing, aa you know, is 
generally ‘done with. a long line 
From a boal, with-x goad lump of 
lead on the end of the line, and a 
number of hooks every foot or so 
up it, baited with strips of fish with 
the silvery skin left on them. : 

Then in rivers and lakes you fish 
with rod and line, with a float to 
hold the bait at the right distance. 
above the bottom. The hook is on 
a yard or so of gut jine, which is 
invisible to the fish. This is 
weighted with split shot or small 
bits of lead, and the bait is usually 
a worm, a yrub, or a little bit of 
bread paste, This kind of fishing 
is called botiom fishing. 

By the way, here is a good dodge 
for catching worms which every 
Scout ought to know. 

Mix a little mustard powder in a 
can of water, and then sprinkle the 
water over a grass plot, and very 
soon you Will see worms coming up 
out of the ground in a tremendous 

_ hurry. on FT 

It would be rather a good econ- 
juring trick to play when people 
ure not up to it—to take an ordin 
ary watering-can and apparently 
pour ordinary water on the grags, 
and then play a mouth organ or 
whistle a tune to call up the worms 
Someone else will be sure to try. 
it. too, and if you have taken care 
to empty your can of mustard and 
water they will put-in plain water, 
und will gei no result in the shape 
of worms, 


ly-Fishing 

Then there is a third kind of fish- 
ing, and: that is fly-fishing. It is 
the most dificult, but at ihe same 
Ume the most useful, because it ia 
the only way that will do-in the 
rapid rivers and streams which you 
meet with in the wilds, and also it 
can be used on Jakes and slower 
rivers, and it is much the best fun. 
For fly-fishing you have a whippy 
rod with a long line to it, and a 
tong piece of gut called the “vast” 
on it, with from one to three hooks 
made to look like flies. These are 
fixed at about two feet. apart. 

By using the rod as a spring you

to straighten itself behind you— 
and that pause ia the secret of the 
whole thing. It must not be too 
short or vour Line will still be curl- 
ed up when you shoot it forward, 
and will.not go out the distance 
you want, and if the pause is too 
long it will fall and catch on the 
ground behind you. and also will 
lose its spring. That is where prac- 
tice is so necessary, so. that you 
know exactly how long to pause. 

Then an important point to re- 
member is that the jerking of tha 
rod, whether forward or backward, 
is done from the wrist, and only 
slightly from the elbow, and not at 
all from the shoulder. 


A beginner would do well to tie 
his elbow by a loose strap lo his 
waist, so as tu remind him _nol to 
wave his whole arm, as most begin- 
ners do. $ 


A this sounds a good deal to 
think’of, but if you go and practise 
it you very soon get into the way 
of it. and fly-fishing is the best 
Sport thal I knew. 


~ There are two kinds of fly-fishing, . 
‘Swet” and “dry”. Wet fly means 
that you let your flies sink into the 
water, and you then draw- them 
along under the surface. A dry 
fly is made in such a way that i 
floats on the top of the water as 
many natural flies do, and the fish, 
seeing it floating there, rises to it.

Existence there is one long. de- 
light, we imagine, where an 
abundance of clothes is a- sure 
sign of insanity, and where the 
cool waters of the lagoon take the 
place of electric fans. ° And, if 
the author of “White Shadows” 
is‘ not too enslaved by his enthu- 
siasms, we may accept his opinion 
that: there is happiness to be 
found in the Pacifie Islands. The 
danger, however, lies in the dis- 
coneerting fact that we are not 
all daring, philosophical, — and 
sure in our heart of hearts that 
western civilisation is a gross 
mistake. Mr. O’Brien is, and it 
is that sureness of himself that 
has prevented his becoming a 
lotus-eater. He stays in the 
islands beeause he is interested 
in their human history and in 
their natural history, and because 
he loves the islanders and their 
ways. He can live among and 
with them and still be a man of 
culture. A different typs of 
traveller stays because the isles 
hold out so- many ‘temptations, 
and in yielding to them he often 
“goes native.”

“White Shadows” is not so 
good as its predecessor.’ Mystie 
Tsles of the South Seas,’ cither 
in .stylé or dramatie interest. 
Perhaps it were as well to point 
out at once that neither of these 
beoks are novels. “Mystic Isles” 
was the closest approach,.to fiction 
it is possible to achieve, and it 
contained some brilliant pieces of 
Gestriptive writing and charac- 
terisation which lead one to hope 
that the author may interest him- 
self’ one day in the writing 
cof a legitimate novel. “White 
Shadows” lacks the human cle- 
‘ment of its predecessor. The pen- 
pictures it gives of wayward 
white men (always with a touch 
of philosophic scorn), Jack the 
humour and vivid colours of those 
magnificent descriptions of “Ly- 
ing Bill’ and “Scent of the 
Jasmine.” The account of the 
islanders, however, their keen 
sense of humour, their childish 
simplicity (vide their delight and 
astonishment at the sight of the 
author’s brass bed), their deep 
affection and pride, is an excel- 
lent piece of writing by one who 
obviously loved, and was loved 
by, these once savage peoples.

He is an acute 
and sensitive psychologist, with a 
gentle, almost disillusioned | style 
that reminds one of a melody of 
Chopin. This collection of his 
tales includes “Almayer’s Folly.” 
which deals with the Malayan 
Archipelago, “An Outcast of the 
Islands,” | “The Arrow of Gold,” 
and “The Rover’—that charming, 
pathetic tale of an old sea adven- 
turer at the time of the French 
Revolution. These four tales not 
only contain much of his best 
work, but. illustrate his develop- 
ment from an inspired _ beginning. 
toa maturity of rare aecomplicty: 
ment.

There is-a grave beauty about 
Joseph Conrad’s writing, parti- 
eularly noticeable in these four 
tales, which makes it appear al- 
most an affectation. for people to 
dechare that they cannot read 
him, or that they can “make no- 
thing” of his books. Perhaps in 
the least happy of his works, 
“Romance,” he took a threadbare 
theme and painted his canvas in 
too rich, heavy colours. Perhaps, 
too, as in “Victory” he shows 4 
vein of weakness, of self-eonfess- 
ed pity and sentimentality. But 
in his sea tales and the stories 
of the South Sea islands he is a 
wizard among writers of romance, 
and glides among his living crea- 
tions with all the vigour of Jack 
London, and the irony of Robert 
Louis® Stevenson. Conrad, one 
feels, loved the world, and loved 
and pitied the mankind that in- 
habits it, cruel and foolish, weak 
and chivalrous, in those settings 
which are as 
as the isles of which old Homer 
sang.
